BRISBANE AGAIN. 

One would think that religion were the predominant 
interest of the American people, iudging from the attention 
it receives in. magazine, in newspaper, in pamphlet, etc. 
Even those who have no affiliation with any of the churches, 
who have no special sympathy with organized religion gen- 
erally, write about it, either to 4efend it or antagonize it. 
Nearly every newspaper has a column or two devoted to the 
publication of communications from its readers. It seems 
that there is nothing which provokes one to write to the 
paper more than his inclination to express his religious 
ideas or to combat those of other readers. 

Brisbane, who is given first page space in a large group 
of papers, pretends to exercise the right of the theologian 
“nearly every day, either by exploiting his particular ideas 

about religion, or by parading sarcastically the utterances 
or actions of religious fanatics as those of normal people. 

Brisbane hasn't sufficient humanity to be either a 
Scientist or a theologian, while he pretends to excel in both 

poles. 

Galileo, to°whom he makes such frequent reference, was 

- vebuked by the Catholic Church, not because he declared 

“that the earth moved (as Copernicus, the Catholic, had 
declared before him), but because he pretended to be as 
much an authority in theology as in astronomy and declared 
that the Bible upheld his theory. 

Brisbane finds difficulty in believing in a Heaven or 
Hell because it cannot be scientifically true that Heaven is 
above and Hell bélow the earth inasmuch as the earth is 
‘always Moving. How silly the conclusion. He intimates 
‘that the Bible defines Heaven as in the realm above'us, be- 
cause Christ is said to have ascended into Heaven, and that 
Hell must be below us, according to the Bible, because 
Christ descended into Hell. If Heaven were below us, it is 
not likely that Christ would have sunk through the earth to 
go there. Who has declared, as Brisbane seems to imply, 
that Hell is in one of the planets, which, being material, 
must finally crumble and, therefore, cannot be eternal? 
It will be interesting to have Mr. Brisbane apply his keen (7) 
mind to the radio, and then, after solving al! its mysteries, 
to give his hundreds of thousands of readers the benefit of 
his findings. 

lt. was certainly wie of the Creater to commit to an 
institution a deposit of revelation sufficient to guide man 
towards his destiny, to commit to the same institution divine 
helps, by which the obstacles in the way might be overcome, 
to give perpetuity to this institution as well as heavenly 
protection, so that no matter how men might wrangle 
among themselves concerning what, in their opinion, should 
have been done by the Creator, the millions who prefer to 
have peace in their religious beliefs might have a safe pilot. 

Mr. Brisbane is ever advocating the golden rule as the 
essence of religion; it might express the essence of religious 
policy as between man and man, but religion, first of all, 
places obligations on man with reference to his God. God 
has prior rights to the service of man, and man has duties 
which he cannot shirk to his Maker if he expects to have 
bliss eternal with his Creator—not up in one of the planets, 
but somewhere where God lived long before there were an) 
planets. God would not be God if Hé had a beginning. while 
planets would not be planets if they had no beginning. 

Brisbane speaks about infinite time and space. There 
can be no such thing as infinite time. Time records events 
and events must have a beginning, and nothing that had a 
beginning is either infinite or eternal. We would recom- 
mend to Mr. Brisbane, to editors of our big papers and 
magazines, to some of our college and university professors 
a course in sound philosophy, which will aid them in more 
correct thinking. We would also recommend that they give 
a little study to the Catholic viewpoint of what constitutes 
the Christian “religion.” 

Some very eminent writers and philosophers, far more 
brilliant than those who are writing for the papers, have 
come inte the Catholic Church in recent years. It is likely 
that they, too, once ridiculed, but, after an earnest and hum- 
ble investigation of the Church, not as her enemies portray
